SAC Accreditation 
Extended Five Years 


Western College Association 
has granted Santa Ana College 
the maximum five-year extension 
of accreditation with a citation as 
“an excellent junior college per- 
forming an important function in 
Santa Ana and Orange County,” 
it was announced by Dr. John E. 
Johnson, SAC President. 

Reporting to the college trus- 
tees at the meeting of the Santa 
Ana Board of Education, Dr. 
Johnson quoted the six-member 
accreditation committee as being 
“most impressed” with what was 
found on the SAC campus during 
the inspection visit last March. It 
marked the second maximum five- 
year accreditation for SAC since 
Western College Association in- 
stituted the accrediting procedure. 

Santa Ana College students 
have always enjoyed full accred- 
itation transfer to other colleges 
and universities since founding of 
SAC in 1915. : 


The committee complimented 
SAC for its aims and parposes and 
commented “the college has gain- 
ed in stature and community ac- 
ceptance since the last visit of an 
accreditation team (1954).”

Playwright Kelly Visits 
College ‘Show-Off’ Cast 


Santa Ana College Players are still relating the wonderful experience they shar- 
ed during Christmas vacation when George Kelly, famed playwright and composer of 
“The Show-Off,” visited the students in Phillips Hall. 

But an even more unusual circumstance is expressed by Robert Blaustone, SAC 


drama instructor. 


It seldom happens that a drama director on the professional stage or in college 
teaching has the opportunity to know the playwright of the play to be. produced. 


Blaustone, who will direct the 
production in Phillips Hall Jan. 
14-16, used the comedy as_ the 
subject of his master’s thesis at 
the University of Texas six years 
ago. 

Playwright Kelly, now a resi- 
dent of Laguna Beach, spent the 
evening with the College Players 
discussing the various characters 
of his famous Broadway play, told 
how he directed it himself, and 
many of the finer points which 
would assist the students in their 
rehearsals. 

“The Show-Off,” first produc- 
ed in 1924, was the second long 
play on Broadway and was instru- 
mental in establishing Kelly 
among the more prominent Ameri- 
can

Kelly’s development of the 
theme of the obnoxious braggart, 
Aubrey Piper, is the basis of “The 
Show-Off.” The play depicts the

SAC Students, 
Five Advisors 
Plan Courses 


The deadline for second semes- 
ter counseling for presently en- 
rolled students is January 20. Ap- 
pointments should be made early 
to insure a counseling period. _ 

“The reason for counseling is 
simply to. help students to help 
themselves,” stated Thomas Tra- 
wick, Dean of Students at Santa 
Ana College. 

“The counselors do not tell you 
that you have to take a certain 
course, they only point out to you 
the advantages, and disadvantages 
in what you are interested in, for 
in order to complete the courses 
required by your major, your plan 
of study must be carefully organ- 
ized,” continued Trawick. 

Problems which constantly arise 
during the counseling periods in- 
clude making out new schedules, 
filling out schedule cards proper- 
ly, changing a major and fitting in 
the new courses without much loss 
of time. Another important prob- 
lem is straightening out the fail- 
ing or probation students. Coun- 
selors are also ready to help with 
personal problems whenever pos- 
sible. 

The counseling system at SAC 
made it’s debut with the begin- 
ning of school in 1915. Starting 
with one or two counselors, the 
college now has a faculty of five 
counselors, Paul Andres, Frank 
Black, Edmund Hallahan, Clifford 
Rothrock, and Isabelle Rellstab. 
Also counseling are Thomas Tra- 
wick, Dean of Students, and Ag- 
ness Todd Miller, Assistant Dean 
of Students.
